. three le;turea that have
attracted a great deal ol attentioo, not
only among those of the Catholic faith
but those not of the faith, anil many not
of the Christian religion. His audience
last niRht was not an exception either in
reat!iotis character or social standing, and
though not as large, on account of threat-
ening weather, as on tho previous occa
sions, tue interest was none me leus
attentive. The right reverend prel
ate said his previous discourses, u
fully understood established: (1) That a
body of truth called the Christian faith,
the gospel, revelation, had been manifest-
ed by God; (2) that the knowledge and
belief in this revelation depended not on
the evidence of the truths contained there-
in, bnt on the truth and authority ef God
who made the revelation ; and (3) that the
Church, a divine human organism, was
the appointed teacher and judge of this
revelation. The lecturer entered on the
subject of the evening's discourse by stat
ing the Church would not add or take
from revelation; she would only impart
and expound it. She could not, therefore,
be narrower or broader than her Master's
iptbsage. liv that message all men are re
deem; d by the blood of Christ, and conse
quently each man receives sullicient grace
to save his soul, bnt his own
is needed, for Ood will not compel men to
be saved, thongll each man is created to
be saved, then, the Brahmin, the Mo
hammedan, Jew and Uentilo, Protestants
and Catholics receive grace to know and
love Ood. Again, among those who bear
the Christian name, the baptism they re
ceived makes men not children of their
special sect, but of the Church of Christ
Hence baptized baoes and those who
baptized retain their baptismal innocence,
of whatever sect they may nominally be.
are saved. And, after having lost baptis-
mal innocence, they Bhould repent with a
repentance liae to tnatol Magdalen, and
by the love of God are saved. On the
other band, the holy Church, by the side
of this broad, tenerous teaching, has to
place the other truth, there is but one
fold under one shepherd. She reminds
ir en that Christ has said other sheep
there are that are not of this fold, but
that He will call them and they will hear
His voice, and there shall "be the one
fold." There cannot be, says He, some
'00 lolds corresponding to the dif
ferent sects. All these msv be wrong;
one, only, can be right. Therefore there
is the obligation on every man to tind this
one told, lo neglect to do so, to give
more attention to amaBsing wealth, to
gathering learning or to securing worldly
possession, is to expose the soul to perdi
tion. Invincible ignorance can be pleaded
somet mes, bnt when men are brought in
contact with Catholics, or travel in Catho
lic countries, or have the means of know
ing, then it is dilncult to see how igno-
rance can be pleaded as an excuse. But in
this judgment ia to God. The Chuich
canonizes her saints by hundreds, but che
condemns no one to hell, lo call this big
olry is to be unmindful that all Christians
exclude murderers, adulterers and other
criminals from the kingdom of heaven
and thoso who follow the confenuion ol
Westminster, together with Kpiscopaliaus,
assert that out of the Church there is no
ordinary way of salvation.

Gifted with rare
intellect, with keen and comprehecsiv
vision, with ready tact, with instructiv
knowledge of human natute in its general
outlines and special developments, and
withal possessed of a genial, winning dis-
position and a persuasive manner, he was
already the idol of the religious element
in London societv. He bad been honored
with special favors by I'ope I'ius IX, hav
ing served as private chamberlain in the
papal household vnen little over thirty.
Through his persuasive logic distinguished
members of the .English aristocracy bad
been induced to loin the Catholic Church
and his native brain and wide knowledge
made him a recognized factor in the bid
den mechanism of European politics.
lhe Catesoy ot Loihavr seemed like
study frrm the era of Machiavelli and the
supple diplomatists of the past, yet there
wad less, far less, than Disraeli's customary
exaggeration in the picture. Catesby
was a study from l'fe. drawn by the skill
ful band of a kindred spirit, and onp who
had raised himsell from a lowei depth
than Capel ever sounded to an eminence
that might well satisfy even the dreams of
the ambitious ecclesiastic. The monsignor
ocenpied an anomalous position in the
Catholic Church ; yes, I may say, a position
as anomalous as that Church itself occu
pies ia England. Thereip, of course, as
ma tr i f fact, the fullest and freest toler

CAME TO THE UNITED STATICS.
A thousand interpretations were placfd
upon this visit.. It whs alleged that the
autborit es at the Vatican were reluctant
to onend Cardinal Newman bv reetorip
Dr. Capel 's functions as far as England
was concerned, but that they proposed to
solve the ditliculty by transferring him to
the United btates, with lull priestly au
thority.

Meanwhile
the monsignor was received with some-
thing like enthusiasm ; society opened the
uoors wide to mm, and Ins lectures gave
him a bounteous harvest of shekels. But
the ctlicial attitude of the Catholic Church
seemed to be of tolerance rather than wel
come, and it was not long before it as
noticed that he had not been invited to
perform priestly functions in any of the
metropolitan churches.

Mgr. Capel has left New lurk. He has
gone to New Orleans to escape the ri;or of
a JNortnern sprme which had seriously
s?pped his health. Such is the co:i.min
report, but there are those' who shake
their heads and eay that Capel will nut
soon return to New York, and that it will
be long belore he discharges the functions
ol tlie priestly cilice in a Catholic church

A GORY STORY

Told by Martial Mitchell The fcientlcman
from Blackflsh Tells Hott He

Happened

To Kill Three Men in as Many Minutes
The Deadly Winchester and tbe

Arknnsiau.

The Appeal of yesterday morning gave
an account of the latest exploit of Martin
Mitchell, who arrived in the citv t.ie night

"previous, after having, by his own state
ment, snot three men dead. About 10
o'clock last night the gentleman from Ar
kansas called at the A ppeal olhce, in com-
pany with a number of gentlemen who
are in the babit of fishing on his pre-
serves and have known him for some years.
He said there were some inaccuracies
lie desired to have corrected, and gave the
following account of the tragedy, speaking
in as calm and deliberate a manner as if
he were detailing the result of bis latest
squirrel hunt: "I went back to Arkansas
after I had spent Beveral days in Memphis,"

Mitchell, "and got on the trail of
Cummins and Bryson, the men who tried
to assassinate me the other day on Black
llsli. As they came np in my
part of the country to bunt me, I
went! into their conntry to hunt them
When I got up into Cross county, near the
St. Francis river I fell in with Willie
Lawrence, son of the sheriff of Cross coun-
ty, and we went out on a turkey hunt,
While I wax walking in an old near
the banks of the St. Francis river I hap-
pened to look up, and saw three men in a
dug-o- all pointing their guns at me. I
broke and ran as hard as I could tear
about saventv-fiv- e yards, and when I trot
trae between us and started back. F got
down on my knees and peeped through
the bushes and recognized Cummins and
Bryson. I did not know tne other party,
As I was about to fire at Cummins he
raised his gun and tired, both of onr rilles
cracking at the same time. I got another
g lod chnnce and handed Cummins an
other, and he bred a second ball, wbicb
cut prettj close to Lavesce, wbo cut
and run. The third time I fired
I knocked Cummins out of the dug-o-

Bryson had his gun up and fired, the ball
barking the tree. Then I presented
my compliments to Bryson and knocked
him out. If be rose 1 never saw h m.
Cummins rose and swam back toward the
dug-ou-t. but I was not afraid of him any
longer, and seeing theother man watching
for a chance, I gave bim one and he fell
back. I saw him hold up bis band and
don't know whether it was for mercy or he
wanted to shoot me, but 1 fired again, and
he fell beck. Afterward I fired four more
shots, and I felt pretty sure I bad killed
him before I left. I went to Wittsburg
aud told a deputy sheriff about it, but he
said it was no use to have any investiga
tion until the bodies rose, and told me I
mieht go. I came to Memphis and found
Shei iff Lemasaey here in person. I slept
with bim last night, and he knows
all about the facts, but said the
same thing his deputy did. I am
not running away from justice, but am
ready to give myself up at any time.
never told anyone the details of the shooti-
ng-, and never said I intended to be king
of lhe swamp or anything of the kind."
